U N IT E D NATIONS, N Y. (AP) 
—British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Home 
Wednesday

lin crisis. He called for new dis­ 
armament talks keyed to Presi­ 
dent Kennedy s latest proposals. 


Wednesday night the Soviet Un­ 
ion unveiled an R-point plan it de­ 
clared was aimed at easing inter­ 
national tensions and creating an 
atmosphere favorable to general 
and complete disarmament 


Lord Home spoke to th# Gener­ 
al Assembly, where he accused 
the Russians of double-dealing in 
the Geneva test ban negotiations 
He said if world peace is to be 
assured, the Soviet Union must 
drop a policy of setting “ man 
against man’’ and promoting civil 
strife. 
The Soviet plan was distributed 
In the form of a memorandum 
to U N. delegations.

MORRISVILLE, Vt. (A P)-The 
current best ‘seller in northern 
Vermont is a witty, fact-filled 
little book with an unlikely title. 
It’s calic'’ 
“Sixt: 
Annual Report of 
the Wat 
w i Light Department, 
Morrisville, Vt." 
Hie author is W. K. Sanders, 
superintendent, who reports the 
affairs of the department for I960 
in a folksy, chatty style. 
For instance, Sanders tells the 
citizens 
about 
thunder 
storms 
which caused considerable dam­ 
age in June. 
"The first bad one occurred 
June 
17 when 
all 
hell 
broke 
loose.” 
Less than a month later an­ 
other storm struck with heavy 
damage. 
"The farmers, knowing our pre­ 
dicament, uttered not a word of 
protest but waited patiently for 
power to be restored," Sanders 
wrote, 
"On the other hand at Lake 
I Elmore where nearly every trans­ 
former was out, some of the 
campers were who were roughing 
it and had nothing to do but go 
to bed, couldn’t sleep a wink with 
the power off, and cussed us 
royally." 


Sanders added that although 
the storm cut off power from IOO 
homes, "very few suffered teie- 
vision-wise since it was one of the 
nights of the Democratic National 
Convention . . , " 
(Morrisville, in rockribbed Re­ 
publican Vermont, votes almost 
IO to I Republican.) 
"Had this occurred during tho 


Republican convention great suf­ 
fering might have been the order 
of the day," Sanders added. 
Sanders reported on a penstock

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Taegu Apple, Textile Capital Of Korea 


By SAMUEL KIM 


TAEGU, Korea (UPI) - For 
modern Koreans, Taegu is the 
“City of Apples.” 
In old times, it was known for 
Its herb medicine market. 
But it was not until the Korean 
war broke out ll years ago that 
foreigners became acquainted with 
South Korea's third largest city. 
Located in a farming area 140 
miles southeast of the capital city 
ot Seoul, Taegu produces the best 
apples of Korea 
During early stages of the Ko­ 
rean war, the city, whose name 
means "Big Hill" was the one- 
day seat of the Republic of Korea 
government fleeing from Seoul to 
Pusan before the advancing North 
Korean troops. 


Battle for Time 
It was here that the badly bat­ 
tered South Korean army and 
the United Nations troops put up 
last ditch resistance against the 
overwhelming Communist army 


while gaining time for the counter­ 
offensive in the summer of 1950. 
The city was all but abandoned. 
Communist m ortar shells began to 
land on its outskirts before the 
tide of the war was reversed and 
the Communists were put on the 
run. 
Throughout most of the remain­ 
ing period of the war, which end­ 
ed in 1953, Taegu served as main 
headquarters of the ROK and U.S. 
Army and Air Forces 
Today, all these headquarters 
have been moved to Seoul and 
only the ROK 2nd army main­ 
tains headquarters here. 
The war left many refugees in 
this city. As a result, its popula­ 
tion has risen from a prewar 
400.000 to 700.000. 
City is Peaceful 
But unlike Seoul and Pusan, 
the two larger, bustling cities of 
this country, Taegu presents a 
leisurely and calm appearance. 
Apple orchards are everywhere 
on the surrounding hills. 
Seven thousand tons of apples'

Population Growth 
Not An Explosion 


Scientists, 
quite 
naturally, 
place 
heavy 
emphasis on the correct terminology and the 
accurate usage of scientific words as related 
to their specific fields. 
It is of course difficult 
to speak of an exact science in imprecise, or 
emotional, language. 
A meeting of the International Union for 
the Scientific Study of Population in New York 
recently spent a major portion of its time clear­ 
ing the air of popular verbiage before getting 
down to the problems of human numbers. 
The 
most vexing of popular terms bandied about by 
the public on population growth is “population 
explosion.” 
The 
listener 
automatically 
conjures 
an 
image of populations expanding too rapidly in 
ratio to social and economic progress. 
Forceful­ 
ness of the expression suggests such an expan­ 
sion that within a few years at best the world 
will be forced to allocate land among its inhabi­ 
tants by the square foot. 
Population growth is occurring almost every­ 
where. 
This has caused concern in private and 
government circles as to measures to be taken 
to insure an amply supply of necessities and raw 
materials to support anticipated populations of 
the future. 
The population of the United States, which 
has risen dramatically over the nation s brief 
lifespan, has done so only at the rate of about 
three per cent a year. 
This growth, measured in 
any other field, would be considered poor. 
In­ 
creases in commodity output of almost every 
material product exceed three per cent per year, 
as does the average gross national product. 
Population growth will create new prob­ 
lems. 
Obviously, there is a limit to land and 
resources. 
But answers will not be found by 
exploding concern into desperation, hope into 
frustration or language into confusion.

Intervention 
Intervention has too long been the policy of »he 
State Department. 
It has been a costly policy for the 
Tnited States and has won us no friends in the world. 
In the topsy-turvy linguistics of our era intervention is 
called non-intervention, but nobody is mistaken as to 
what the process is. 
I*! mc state It this way: the United States 
believes in certain, specific * ideals of government 
and of human rights. 
The Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence sets down In the clearest language our philos­ 
ophy of government; the Constitution, including its 
numerous 
amendments, 
reduces 
the philosophic 
statement of government by choice to a workable 
system which provides us with a representative 
republic with numerous and specific limitations 
upon government and with a detailed statement of 
the rights of man. 
This form of government we 
regard as good and we strive to maintain it although 
sometimes it is very difficult. 
Other peoples do not particularly care for our form 
of government. 
They find it confusing, almost to the 
degree of being anarchic. They prefer order: we prefer 
freedom , 
They look upon our freedom as disorderly, 
as lacking in m anners and propriety. 
Some peoples 
prefer the despotism of dictatorship or the rule of an 
oligarchy. This we do not understand 
In fact, m any 
of our people do not believe that any people can possibly 
prefer order to freedom. 
When we hear of such coun­ 
tries, we wonder what kind of people those are. 
The Dominican Republic may he used as an exam ­ 
ple of what happens when dogmatism is applied to 
international relations. 
The Dominican Republic was well-governed under 
the dictatorship of Trujillo. 
He called himself the 
benefactor and enriched himself, his family and his 
friends. 
But he produced an improved way of life for 
his people. 
Compared with other I^atin 
American 
countries, the Dominican Republic was superior from 
every standpoint except one. 
The one exception w as 
that Trujillo was a dictator. 
The State D epartnlent 
does not tolerate dictators. 
But which government in 
Latin America has what we call a democracy? 
Therefore the State Department intervened in 
the affairs of the Dominican Republic. 
The inter­ 
vention went so far that we cut off diplomatic 
relations with the Dominican Republic. 
Trujillo 
was 
assassinated 
aud 
an orderly country 
was 
thrown into chaos. 
It will be protested that I falsely connect our cutting 
off diplomatic relations with the Dominican Republic 
and the assassination of Trujillo. 
I maintain that the 
two events are connected in the sense that the assassins 
m ust have assumed that they were pleasing the United 
States and would be duly rewarded when they set up 
a regim e of their own 
It is to be noted that Trujillo 
w as assassinated after the United States cut off diplo­ 
m atic relations. 
* 
As a result, the orderly, prosperous Dominican 
Republic has been thrown into chaos. 
A country that 
consistently supported Am erican policy in the United 
Nations is no longer friendly to the United States. 
Unless our government changes its policy toward the 
Dominican Republic, the Com m unists,’in a month or 
two. will take the place without the slightest resistance. 
We intervened in Cuba and got rid of the dictator, 
B atista. 
We did everything possible to support Castro. 
H erbert Matthews’s book on Cuba, intended to be 
critical of State D epartm ent policy because it rejected 
his ideas, is nevertheless an explanation and defense 
of the State Departm ent policy of intervention. 
In 
Cuba, this policy produced the anti-American regim e 
of Fidel Castro. 
The current policy of intervention is based on 
the assumption that it is possible in Washington to 
determine for every country in the world which Is 
a good and which is a had government. The defence 
against such an arbitrary intervention in the affairs 
of other countries is for them to become anti- 
American. 
This, in varying degrees, it now a 
universal pattern. 
The only cure for the alm ost universal anti-Ameri­ 
canism is for this country to adopt one of two policies. 
E ither we recognize that our conduct since 1948 has 
generally been an erro r, or we lay it down as an 
absolute yardstick that we disregard the internal affairs 
of any country and we m easure our relationships to 
them solely on the line that this conduct benefits the 
United States to the degree that we may regard them 
as allies. 
By such a yardstick, we would recognize the 
present successor governm ent of the Dominican Repub­ 
lic and assist it to stabilize itself.

WASHINGTON - A man who 
began his diplomatic career dur­ 
ing World War I and struggled 
valiantly to prevent World War ll 
died the other day just as the 
world was confused and worried 
over the prospects of World War 
III. 
Sumner Welles, who served as 
FDR’s Under Secretary of State, 
had championed 
more 
interna­ 
tional causes ahead of his time— 
and lost—than any other man in 
this century. 
He began in 1915 when Europe 
was in the throes of a war which 
eventually was 
to 
engulf 
the 
United States when he cam e to 
Washington 
to see 
his 
friend, 
Franklin Roosevelt, then Assist­ 
ant Secretary of the Navy. Welles 
was an idealistic youngster just 
out of college who dream ed of 
the day when there would be no 
w ar, wanted to enter the Stale 
Departm ent to make his dream s 
come true. Franklin Roosevelt, at 
whose wedding Welles had been 
a page boy, helped him enter the 
diplomatic service. 
For the next quarter of a cen­ 
tury, no one worked harder at 
fulfilling his dream of peace. He 
failed — partly because of a per­ 
sonal feud with one man. partly 
because the forces of dicta'orihip 
were too strong for him, partly 
because 
he 
was 
ahead 
of 
his 
time. 
The feud was with Cordell Hull, 
FD R's Secretary of State, who re­ 
sented the fact that while he. 
Hull, took the bows on foreign 


JFK's Speech Reflected U.S. Public Opinion 


WASHINGTON - Great speech­ 
es by spokesmen for modern gov­ 
ernm ents are rare. But when such 
an address is made, it is quick­ 
ly recognizable 
as 
a 
work of 
transcendent m erit. 
• 
This appraisal may readily be 
given with respect to the address 
of President Kennedy before the 
General Assembly of the United 
Nations. 
For he expressed 
in 
words, as the President of the 
United States, what the people of 
this country really feel during 
the current period of tension in 
international affairs. 
Oratorical at tim es, epigram ­ 
m atic in its phrasing, but com pre­ 
hensive in its treatm ent of the 
issues of the day. the speech 
stated 
unequivocally 
American 
ideals and 
American 
purposes. 
While severely critical of the So­ 
viet Union's policies, it was dig­ 
nified in its restraint yet unmis­ 
takable in its meaning. 
The address will have world­ 
wide repercussions. For it will be 
widely re-broadcast and will be 
read throughout the free world, 
though unhappily the Soviets will 
keep their own people from hoax­ 
ing or reading this hopeful and 
helpful 
pronouncement 
which 
could be made the basis of a 
real peace if the Soviet people 
could exert upon their govern­ 
ment the influence that is direct­ 
ed every day toward free gov­ 
ernm ents. 
Excerpts do not do justice to the 
text of the whole of the Presi­ 
dent’s address, but there were 
certain passages which are exam ­ 
ples of directness and forthright­ 
ness in defining the controversies 
of the day.

year. He has informed Congress 
that the following buildings need 
replacem ent im mediately: the of­ 
fice building, built in 1890. the 
lion house, 1891: antelope house, 
1898. bear pit, 1902. and monkey 
house, 1906. 
These buildings are old and un­ 
fit either for the anim als or the 


spectators. In addition, he said 
there is a safety factor involved 
in some of them. 
The Washington Zoo has not had 


a new building in more than 20 
years. In addition, roads, public

Dreams Of Peace 
Welles had begun even before 
Roosevelt 
was 
nominated 
for 
President at Chicago in 1932. by 
drafting the Good Neighbor plank 
for the Democratic platform 
I 
was with him the night he drafted 
it. 
Later as Ambassador to Cuba, 
Welles saw the danger of L atin- 
American dictators and m aneuv­ 
ered to get long-time President 
Machado out of office The Wall 
Street banks and the Am erican 
sugar companies didn't like it, 
but Welles saw the danger of 
what later led to Castroism. 
Welles was the first to tangle 
with Dictator Trujillo of the Do­ 
minican Republic. It took 30 years 
for the forces of democracy to 
overtake Trujillo, but, shortly lie- 
fore Welles died. they got Tru­ 
jillo. And earlier, while working 
for a Republican 
Secretary 
of 
State. 
Charles 
Evans 
Hughes, 
Welles had negotiated the Central* 
American Treaty of 1923 to bring 
those sm all and precarious re­ 
publics closer together. The treaty 
failed — then. Today, the United 
Nations is doing the sam e thing— 
more successfully. 
But 
Welles’ most 
im portant, 
though 
less 
publicized 
efforts 
came during the 1930’s when Hit­ 
ler and Mussolini and the .Jap- 
anes war lords were beginning to 
strike their stride. He saw 
all 
too clearly that if uncurbed, their 
m arch would lead to war. 
It was Welles who sold FDR on 
his Chicago “ quarantine” speech 
after the .Japanese navy had fired 
on American and British gunboats 
in the Yangtze River in 
1937. 
Welles’ strategy was to strength­ 
en the peace machinery of the 
Democratic nations by cutting off 
the oil, the copper, the raw m a­ 
terials of the .Japanese war. 
He failed — largely because 
his chief, Cordell Hull, pulled the 
rug out from lintier him. leaving 
American delegates to Brussels 
“ quarantine” high and dry. 
Personal Showdown 
When 
the 
war which 
Welles 
tried to head off finally cam e, 
he flew to Rio de .Janeiro to per­ 
suade the I^afin nations to line 
up with us. All but Chile and Ar­ 


gentina agreed. Welles wanted to 
sign a pact without them. Cordell 
Hull stood out for unanimity. And 
when Welles went over his head to 
FOR. Hull phoned Welles in Rio 
and bawled him out as a Tennes­ 
see mule driver curses a mule. 
I was with Welles in Rio de 
Janeiro. 


That longdistance conversation 
was the beginning of the end. 
On Oct. 21, 19-12. IO months af­ 
ter Pearl Harbor, Hull wrote to 
the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee that he saw no reason 
to begin worrying about Hie m a­ 
chinery of peace until atter the 
war was over. Welles believed 
the United States should follow 
the practice of the sm art lawyer 
who collects his fee while the 
client's tears are hot; we should 
settle the term s of peace while 
Russia had her back to the wall 
at Stalingrad, he argued 
Despite Hull, he had his way 
with FDR. Prelim inary work on 
the United Nations began at that 
time. 


Finally in the sum mer of 1943, 
Hull served 
an 
ultim atum 
on 
Roosevelt 
that 
either 
he 
or 
Welles must go. He was forti­ 
fied in his ultim atum by an affi­ 
davit .supplied him by William C. 
Bullitt, FDR's former Ambassa­ 
dor to Russia, that Welles had 
become intoxicated on the fureral 
train of Speaker Will Bankhead. 
Roosevelt, faced with the prob­ 
lem of getting along with Hull’a 
old friends on the Senate, yielded. 
But some weeks later when Bul­ 
litt called on FDR to ask his 
support in running for Mayor of 
Philadelphia, the President told 
him: 


“ If I were the Angel Gabriel

Sumner 
Welles 
should come before me seeking 
admission

heaven, do you know what I'd 
say? I would say: ‘Bill Bullitt, 
you have defamed the name of 
a man who toiled for his fellow 
men. and you can go to hell.’

What s wrong with 
New York is wrong with most 
cities, but since New York is big­ 
ger, things are a lirfle w ronger.” 
And so it went, one lousy cliche 
after another: New York has dirt. 
New York has smog. New York 
has race problems 
New York 
has crime. New York has a school 
problem. New York has a tran s­ 
portation problem New York has 
a water pollution problem. 
I found out a few things I didn’t 
know, but I didn t find a clue 
about what I should do about it or 
what anyone really thought should 
be done about it or about who 
should do it or even who wants to 
do it. It does seem to me that 
Mayor W agner’s method—if m eth­ 
od is not too strong a word for 
what he does—is to dawdle until 
sufficiently loud outcry is m ade 
about any particular one of those 
above com plaints and then do just 
enough about it to still the outcry.

The fault, said Mr. Cram er, a 
conscientious and capable m an, 
lies in the law 
FTC regulations 
call for "fairness and balance of 
presentation” and >ou can t be 
honest about the Wagner record 
or the record of his opponents or 
about city politics without collat­ 
ing that regulation As a m atter 
of fact, mild as it was, the broad­ 
cast brought 
a protest of bias 
from the W agner camp and a re­ 
quest for equal time 
This is a perfectly ridiculous 
situation 
NBC last week broad­ 
cast a White Paper on Angola 
which, though sketchy, still got 
to the heart of the m atter much 
better than the excursion in local 
politics. As far as television re­ 
porting goes, it seems we are tar 
better informed concerning dis­ 
tant injustices about which we 
can do nothing at ail than about 


the local scene where our votes 
are cast and counted 
Cram er agreed wholeheartedly 
that broadcasters can be mucii 
more honest and well informed 
about other countries and even 
other cities than about our own 
because the station doesn t have 
to beat off politicians screaming 
for equal time. The purpose of 
“ Vote—For W hat?” Mr. Cram er 
said. was to tell the voter he was 
not competent and to stir the elec­ 
torate to a greater and deeper 
interest in the issues. The lesson 
that station hoped to im part was 
that voting the party line or sim ­ 
ple 
voting 
on 
personality 
was 
wrong 
Cram er will produce a second 
program called “ Vote—F'or Who?” 
in which he ll have to be even 
more careful not to seem to favor 
any of the candidates. Mild a i 
these program s are. said Cram er, 
he hoped to establish a beach­ 
head of some sort. “ If we don’t, 
we Ii have to sit around in the TV 
wasteland a little longer until we 
do I am trying—while no one is 
looking—to 
get 
a 
little 
tough- 
minded But I have to tread soft­ 
ly. Television is still not as tough- 
minded as even radio in its better 
days.” 
To me it seem s utterly wicked 
that 
television, 
which 
theoreti­ 
cally should he run in the public 
interest and which could be 'and 
has been* a trem endous instru­ 
ment for informing the voters 
about both issues and candidates, 
is almost prevented by law from 
doing those things. For instance, 
the prim ary victory cost Wagner 
$500(100, most of which went for 
broadcasting on public frequen­ 
cies 
Now why should it cost a 
candidate money to air his casa 
on 
public 
frequencies? 
This is 
what the frequencies are for. All 
candidates should not only be per­ 
mitted 
but 
compelled 
to 
state 
their case on television for noth­ 
ing. 
Otherwise, 
w e're 
throwing 
the bail gam e to the guy with the 
most money. One of the reasons 
Stephen Kennedy withdrew from 
the race in which he'd have been 
the class of the field was that ha 
had no money to go before tho 
voters. 
Now there is nothing to look for­ 
ward to but a television debate be- 
tween Lefkowitz and Wagner. This 
might easily set an alltim e record 
for ennui. On television that isn’t 
easy.

Until the war, types of fencing 
in the country varied accord­ 
ing to the materials available and the sta­ 
bility of the occupants of the land. In Sew 
England, line* were marked and pastures 
enclosed with neat rows of stones picked up 
from the fields. Similiar stone fences were 
found w herever New Englanders m igrated 
and stones of suitable size were close at 
hand. In the Southern and border sUt.es 
wooden post and rail fences were commonest. 
Hewing of timbers for fencing was usually 
a necessary part of labor on any frontier 
farm in the midland. In 1860 Lincoln cam­ 
paign m anagers created a popular image of 
him as ‘’the rail-splittcr" to identify the 


lawyer to the common people as one of them. 
Abe hadn’t done any rail-splitting for at 
least 25 years, but varieties of rails were ex­ 
hibited as his actual handiwork. 
The flow and ebb of armies across Vir­ 
ginia, Kentucky, Missouri and other states 
was to bring an end to many hundreds of 
miles of the old post and rail fencing. The 
rails were convenient fuel for the soldiers 
as well as handy m aterials for huts, rafts. 
Many were destroyed simply to make way 
for movements of guns. 
When the war was over, a new means of 
fencing was seized upon readily by farm ers 
whose enclosures had vanished: wire. Expan­ 
sion of the N orth’s iron and steel industry 
during

Prairie 
settlement 
had been retarded by 
the scarcity of fence 
m aterial.

Great Rebellion probably is unknown to 
99 per cent of readers of the hundreds of different 
books that have been poured out about the conflict. 
He was John Henry Griffin of Macon, Mo., a man 
who never walked a step after early childhood. His 
legs became withered, misshapen and useless to him 
when he wa* only a few years old, a result of infantile 
paralysis. To get about, the boy had to learn to swung 
his body along on his hands, dragging his legs behind 
him. '* 
Young Griffin refused to act like a cripple, to pity 
himself. He exercised to develop a powerful physique 
above the thighs. He learned to ride a horse, and used 
it in getting the best available education. He had quali­ 
fied as a teacher and was conducting a school when the 
Civil W ar broke out. 
To enjoy sports and also to protect himself, he had 
learned to shoot expertly. So Johnny Griffin, aged 21, 
insisted on going to Join a Confederate regiment raised 
in Missouri, equipped with a carbine, brace of pistols, 
and the horse he had trained to lie down so Johnny 
could mount him. Johnny proved an efficient sharp­ 
shooter, and he served effectively in skirmishes and 
battles in Missouri, which was fought over for four 
years by Confederates, Union defenders and guerrillas. 
Griffin survived the war and returned to school­ 
teaching. He took over and managed a farm actively 
and also conducted a real estate, insurance and loan 
business on the side. His neighbors elected him county 
recorder. 
Is it any wonder that one of his students in school. 
Miss Mary A. Comer, fell in love with such a courage­ 
ous, determined man and m arried him? 
Many men served in the Civil W ar lacking one leg 
or one arm. There is no record of any man except John 
Griffin bemg a soldier rn the United States without legs.
